ITIE FUTURE OF 

BEET GROWING 

Thera an be no .)oubt that the 
uture permanency and development 
,f the lrrtgaton projects of Southern 
Uberta depen.', to a large degree, 
■pin the development erf the beet su- 
ar Industry. This being the case, 
•nfl competition from raw sugar Im- 
>nrtcd from tropical land sem'ttropic- 
■1 countries being what It Is. the 
’ neat ion arises as to what Southern 
Uberta irrlgat'ontsts con do to meet 
his competition. 

Of course, there can be tariff pro- 
ertlon, or a suhsU^t, or t comblna 
on of both, which will he'p the ln- 
Vst.ry to keep growing On the oth- 
r hand, there seems li.tle doubt that 
he mechanics of beet growing have 
>ecn more or less neglected In tha 
>ast. We know that, In the United 
1 tales, much is being done to cut 
town the han I work wh'ch adds great 
'V to the per acre cost. Cross block 
ng is be'ng used es an advance step 
a thinning, an 7 according to a r* 
oort which the Herald has Just re¬ 
ceived, this saves about 80 per acre 
In thinning costs, besides making the 
job much more acceptable to the hart 1 
tabor. Of course, the time may come 
when the transplanting machine may 
take the whole question of th nning 
out of tha realm of beet growing, and 
this is worth watching, but it will 
probably come some time In the fu¬ 
ture. 

In harvest'ng operations there seems 
to be a lot of room for Improvement. 
We ra d recently that a mechanical 
beet harvester has been perfected in 
England where the beet In ustry is 
Trowing, which will dig. top and loai 
'.wo acres da'ly. There la certain to 
he development along these lines, 
and these developments wi'l help the 
growers to meet compe.ttlon from 
cane sugar. , 

What wa need to .10 Is to grow sug 
of beets and to grow them a cheaply 
aa possible. They clean the land and 
prepare it for the next year's crop, 
aai the bee 1 tops end other by-prod 
nets pay the way for economical pro¬ 
duction of da'ry and livestock produc 
ts. That after alj, is the real reascu 
hehiti: beet growing. It is the effect 
of the crop on other phases of farm -
